If an Individual fails 10 marry on 


account of illness, he would be forced 
to undergo a strict physical examina- 
tion at the age of twenty-five 
If the 


ailment Is Incurable, he will not be 
required to marry. Otherwise he will 
be forced to marry as soon as cured. 


If a husband is forced to go on a 


journey and Is not in a position to 
take his wife along, he must obtain a 
"marriage holiday" permit from the 
city authorities. If he is forced to 
remain airay from his wife for a long 
time and his finances permit, he is re- 
quired to marry a second time while 
away and to bring his second wife 
back home with him upon his eventual 
return. 


Whoever reaches the age of fifty 


with only one wife, he is, If financially 
able, required to take another. If he 
refuses to do this, he is forced to pay 
for the educational and maintenance 
of one or more orphans. 


The only way out of these regula- 


tions would be fore an individual to re- 
main a student all his life. The pro- 
posed law would free all students of 
the marital requirements until the end 
of their studies.

The farthest it has gone, 
however.-has been to require-that the 
operators and owners arrange for 
bonds that will protect their patrons 
in case of injury. The railroads are 
responsible for the safety of their pas- 
sengers, and the. same legal rule ap- 
plies to bus lines. This lays upon 
the commission the duty of seeing 
that they are responsible financially 
in case injuries occur. 
These-busses constitute a, serious 


menace to the passenger business of 
the railroads, especially on. short 
hauls. The number of trains is now 
less than formerly, and on the branch 
lines mos^bf the passenger trains are 
run at a loss. The people In the towns

E. W. Reed's Cross-Examination of 


Rock Island Valuations Forced 


Company to Withdraw a 


Number of'Claims. 


Agriculture and the Reorganization 


of State Governments Were 


Main Subjects of Confer- 


ence of Governors. 


Governor S. R. McKelvie was in his 


office Tuesday after an absence of 
ten days in the east. 


"Prohibition enforcement was far 


from being the dominant topic in the 
conference 
of governors," said he. 


"Our 
conference with President Hard- 


ing brought out that the federal gov- 
ernment proposes to enforce piohibi- 
tion if possible, but it is realized that 
this cannot be possible without co- 
operation of the states. The majority 
of states represented seemed to de- 
sire federal cooperation. One state 
expressed the opinion that the federal 
government alone ought to do>the en- 
forcing. 
"Agriculture ?and reorganization of 


state governments were the main 
topics discussed by governors. Nearly 
all state governments have been re- 
organized in one way or another. It 
is admitted that boards and commis- 
sions must be abolished and centrali- 
zation of authority and responsibility 
brought about. In some states there 
are unpaid commissions which the 
people do not -want to abolish, but 1 
do not think Nebraska people care to 
try that plan. 
"The budget system also received 


much attention. The governor of Vir- 
ginia read a good paper showing that 
the budget system has been developed 
so tb.af governors and legislature can 
obtain facts relating to costs of in- 
stitutions without relying upon ex- 
pending.agencies. The per capita cost 
is receiving much attention. I believe 
a governor can get more knowledge 
from one of these meetings than from 
two years experience in office. 


"It was the sentiment of the confer- 


ence that no organization much less 
a clandestine one such as the klu klux 
klan, should arrogate to itself enforce- 
ment of law. This should be left for 
the state to do. Governor Parker of 
Louisiana left to go home to attend to 
troubles of recent origin. The federal 
government had previously at his re- 
queet sent agents of the departments 
of justice to that state to cooperate 
with the governor." 


As a result of Governor McKelvie's 


address 
before the New England 


society of New York city he received 
an Invitation to speak on Lincoln day, 
February 12, before the Middlesex or- 
ganization at Boston. He has accepted. 


Mrs. McKelvie accompanied the gov- 


ernor on his trip but remained in New 
York for a visit and did not return 
with him. 


Governor McKelvie was reported to 


have taken the new budget with him 
for study but he eaid upon his return 
that he has 
completed his recom- 


mendations for appropriations and the 
budget is being printed for the use of 
the legislature. It will be made public 
possibly January 2, the day the legisla- 
ture convenes. 


The state railway commission is in 


receipt of word from John E. Benton, 
who represents at Washington, the or- 
ganization oi 
state commissioners, 


that very satisfactory progress has 
been made in tearing to pieces the 
elaborate superstructure of leal estate 
values that the Rock Island had built 
up and which it was insisting should 
be added to the tentative valuation of 
its property made by the interstate 
commerce commission as '•.he basis for 
future raCe-making. 


Mr. Benton gives much credit for 


the thoroness of the job to E. W. 
Reed, who was 
employed 
by the 


state associations on the recommenda- 
tion of the Nebraska "commission, for 
whom he had done much valuation 
work. The company was asking that 
f208,000,000 be added to the commis- 
sion figures, and presented a volumin- 
ous showing from local real estate 
men as to the present value of its 
realty and right of way. 


In the matter of valuation of their 


property the railroads are contending 
that they have the s£.me right as the 
land owner to insist upon a return 
on the present value of their right of^ 
way and terminals, and that is what 
the present hearing is all about. 


Mr. Reed was specially equipped to 


make the cross-examination as 
he 


valued the Rock Island property in 
Nebraska and later did work outside 
this state for the federal commission. 
He was able to show, says Mr. Benton, 
with the aid oi J. A. Rails of Iowa, that 
these local valuators for the railroad 
tad about doubled the actual values 
by applying wrongly 
the principles 


laid down by the commission. 


Mr. Reed reports that the case for 


the railroad fias about collapsed- In 
Nebraska they had at first demanded 
an addition of $232,000, but have aban- 
done d one claim after another until 
only $3,000 is in dispute. 


Mr. Benton thinks this result proves 


the value of cooperation between the 
state and federal commissioners. In 
this work the federal body did the 
valuation, but is leaving the defense 
of it as well as the attacks on rail- 
road valuation figures to the stat^ 
commissions.

That will give McGraw a sea- 
son in which to choose and develop 
his successor. 
"So far as I know there is nothing 


to the story that I um to succeed 
Stoneham," McGraw said today. "The 
story certainly didn't originate with 
me."

Giants in 1919 for a million dollars.

PARIS, Dec. 26.—France Has fleter- 


mined upon drastic measures to make 


ermany pay, which will be an- 


nounced at the resumption of the 
premiers' conference January 2, It was 
semi-offlclally stated today. 


The French scheme is being worked 


out in detail this week. It does not 
avolve immediate military occupation 
or annexation of the Ruhr valley, it 
las been learned. 
Instead, an extraordinary session of 


the ministerial council recommended 
a general economic guardianship of 
the Rhineland Rihr, with a customs 
barrier between these valuable lands 
and their mother country, Germany. 


The French would collect customs 


on all products of the Ruhr passing 
into Germany and apply such collec- 
tions to the reparations settlement. 


It has been learned that the govern- 


ment will base this -policy on three 
premises : 
1 — France must be paid- 
2— Germany" apparently does not lu- 


tend to tap the resources of Ruhr mag- 
nates who are now the principal hold- 
ers of Germa'n -wealth. 


3— GermanyJs _ 1923 payments 
are 


expected to fall far, short of what 
France requires.

There need no longer be any hesi- 


tation in ascribing the great war, and 
its horrible sequel in the so-called 
peace, to the delusions of an age 
which had long accustomed itself both 
to tM"fc and to act as tho talk could 
be made to do the business of life. 
The war was the product of world- 
wide lying, in which the "world 
views" formed no small part, espe- 
cially those (that had been worked up 
in Germany. Not the venial lying 
which speaks a word untrue to an- 
other, word, hut the mortal, deadly 
lying where all the words, while beau- 
tifully harmonizing with one -another, 
are collectively untrue to. reality or 
fact. ... In Germany, where this sort 
of lying had been developed to a fine 
art and where the chief adepts In the 
practice of it were to be found, it 
produced the trash* of Von Bernhardi, 
Treitschke. Houston Chamberlain and 
the kaiser's speeches. In. Britain (I 
say nothing of America) we gave.it 
a more moralized but not less deadly 
version. Our notion was that the 
"International situation'* is governed 
by political speeches, protocols, for- 
eign 
office correspondence, inter- 


change of diplomatic views,' and paper 
treaties thence resulting. So long as 
the "conversations"' our diplomats 
were exchanging with their foreign 
antagonists were sufficiently astute; 
and the orations of our foreign minis- 
ters at Guildhall banquets sufficiently 
pacific, and the sermons of our par- 
sons snffiicently saturated in moon- 
shine, it mattered little who broke the 
ten commandments nor how rotten 
were the bricks we turned out of our 
kilns. And if anything went wrong, 
could we not vote It right at the next 
election? 
"Give us." we cried, "not

The question is 


lather difficult to answer because the 
ethics of it do not coincide with the 
practical view of it 
The tax rate in 


Omaha, for instance, is 3 75 per cent 
That is what the owner of real estate 
pays as his contribution to the ex- 
penses of government. If the millions 
in-vested in building and loan stock 
a.nd stocks and bonds of foreign cor- 
poiations were listed in 
full they 


would have to pay a tax of 3 3-4 per 
cent, which would take the better part 
of the 6 per cent return on it 
The 


lesult is that this property is not re 
turned at all, and the lure of a fourth 
of the general tax rate is held out in 
the hope that it will come out and be 
listed if the rate is ma rip, low. 


Tax Commissioner Osborae is o! the 


opinion that the best way to fix up a 
tax on incomes for state purposes is 
to pass a law requiring every person 
who makes a federal income tax re- 
turn file a copy of it with the county 
treasurer in his home baihwick, and 
then empower that official to enter 
up the tax on the basis of the per- 
centages fixed. This would greatly 
simplify things, and keep the cost of 
collecting a state income tax down to 
the Tnimmiim.
